"I have- been told that the Triangle 


Athletic club, of Lowell is

If so, it can hold 
such an exhibition, if it conforms to 
all of Ihe requirements of law. If it 
does so, well and good, but 1 -shall ask 
the superintendent of police to detail 
an ofliccr or ollicers 10 be

at 


the exhibition and to npte thai all of 
the requirements of the

Mr. Snowden maintained that the Gor- 
man soclallsis were solidly in favor 
of peace, now that It had been proved 
that Germany was invulnerable from 
external attack?.

lines, were listened to in silence, but 
when rremier Astjiiitli 
replied

Germany was not the enemy of small 
nations and he characterised the state- 
ment as "shameless audacity"

Germany's treatment of Belgium and 
Serbia.

Asked, today, by a representative of 


Thfc Sun; what would, be .the attitude 
of the police toward the coming ath- 
letic meeting of the Triangle Athletic 
club, al which boxing or eparring Is 
to be a feature of Ihe entertainment, 
Mayor O'Donnell said:

jurisdiction over, and cannot 
prevent

of the revised laws. The law allows a 
genuine, legitimate club, organized un- 
der the laws of the, commonwealth to 
hold such form of entertainment for 
the pleasure of Its own members, ex- 
clusively, and at which no compensa- 
tion, pay or reward, is to be given to 
the- participants. 


"I have been told that the Triangle 


Athletic club, of Lowell In 
a 
char- 


tered organization. If so, it can hold 
such an exhibition, if it conforms to 
all of the requirements of law. If It 
does so, well and good, but 1 shall ask 
tha superintendent of police to detail 
an ofllcer or officers to be present 
at 


the exhibition and to note that all of 
the requirements of t>-.e statute 
are 


observed. 
1 do not Intend to permit 


any deliberate violations or evasions 
of the law that may be. called to my 
attention. Thus far I have succeeded 
in closing up several places in which 
public gambling had been 
in vogue; 


have caused to go out of existence 
houses of a disorderly nature and have 
stopped the Illegal tale, of liquor in 
places to which 
my 
attention 
was 


called. 
Jf the Triangle Athletic club, 


or'any other organization conforms to 
the law it need fear no interference 
from the police, but all must respect 
the law."
